DEBTS CONSIDERED 

Burden Of Taxation Forms 
Real Obstacle To 
Recovery 

' Dealing extensively with the debt 
situtUon snd the financial problems 
facing, the Dominion of Canada today, 
Herbert ' Oriibtree and David Lusher, 
MJL, laat night read papers on "Public 
Finance to Canada, its Position and 
Oiitlook for the Future," before the 
Political Xconomy Club. 

Briefly outlining the history of our 
natioiml debt, Orabtree passed on to 
a description of the real cause of our 
present troubles which he attributed 
to the cost of financing the world 
war, with Its cumulative effects of in- 
terest eh debts and pensions.' The 
total bonded Indebtedness in Canada 
of federal, provincial and municipal 
governments including federal guaran- 
tees ia in the neighbourhood of six 
billion dollars .which amounts to six 
hundred dollars for every man, woman 
and child that make up the popula- 
• tlon, 

FWancea Reviewed 

In analysing Dominion receipts and 
«rlisbunements since the war it >is 
found that expenditures exceeded re- 
ceipts by annj^g^S^^wenty-three 
million doll(m^!n!m9ÎPw^"Io6s of 
over four hundred millions In 1020, in 
which year receip>t8 totaled three hun- 
dred and forty-nine million against ex- 
penses of seven hundred and eighty- 
eix million. The bomloion paid its 
way from 1934 to 1030 out of its in- 
come but In 1931 it suffered a deficit 
of eighty-four million and a greater 
one of one hundred and fourteen mil- 
lion, in 1932. 

"Can the budgets of Canadian gov- 
ernments -be balanced under «uch 
ctonomic conditions?" continued the) 
speaker. "If thoy are to be budgeted 
il must be by either an increase in 
tixation^or a reduction of expenditure 
or ;îio^îi|Tlie burden of present day 
-li/fatttirflii^uoh that^the 
earner has been Mt the hardest. Thus 
tl-.sre 'would appear to be ampule room 
fo;- fi.n Increase in revenue by Incréas- 
ins the proportion exacted from the 
iiigher-salaried individual. 

Qnebeo Favonred 

Re^w^to the other provinces, Que- 
l)éc?^mluw strongest financial posi- 
tion of all. Its receipts have exceeded 
its expenditure in each of the last 
thirty years and while its Income ranks 
second to that of Ontario, Its funded 
débt is less than either of the foiu- 
westsrii pro^to^àt is thus possible 
for us to i>MrSwwi^lower rate of in- 
terest than the Dominion government. 
Tile failure to procure a dollar per 
bushel of wheat in the western prov- 
inces' has been a source of great hard- 
ship in their attempts to make ends

Abbe Lemaitre Will Address 
Physical Society On 
Monday 



SUBJECT NOmNOWN 

Speaker Classed As One Of 
Triumvirate Of World's 
: Greatest Scientists 

Abbe lemaitre, the world-famed 
astronomer ahd mathematical physicist 
will address a Joint meeting of the Mc- 
Olll Physical Society and the Journal 
Club, on Monday, January 29th, at 
5.00 pjn. in .the Maodonald Physics 
Lecture Tlieatre. . The Abbe's subject 
has , not yet been announced, but it li 
understood that it will be of a some- 
what technical nature, 
... The meetings wlU be ^open;^to..all stu- 
dents, but unlike last ;^î^i(;vttië lecture 
vrtll not be intended prtniaiïly.fOT the 
layman. Last year, at McQllI, the Abbe 
delivered a popular lecture, devoid of 
all scientific phraseolc^y, on "The Ex-' 
panding Universe," and number.s had 
to be turned away from the doors. 
Eminent Scientist 

Professor Lemaitre was classified by 
the English scientist, Eddlngton, as be- 
ing one. of the three greatest scientists 
to attempt to give a complete picture 
of the Universe, Einstein and de Sitter 
being thie other' two. At present Abbe 
Lemaitre, who is only 33, is the, head 
of the Department of Physics at 
Louvaln University, Belgium. McGlll 
University has been fortunate in the 
past in having opportunities of hear- 
ing such eminent scientists as Lamal- 
tre, deSlttcr, Shapley, Brown and 
Plaskett. 

Recogàge^s^MVof - the.few. men 
In the worldWrealiy understand Bin- 
stein's, theory of relativity. Professor 
Lemaitre- has in recent years attracted 
a great deal of attention amongst 
scientific cirbles for. his exposition of 
a new theory of the universe. .This 
^w theory is confirmed by work re- 
cently carried out on Cosmic rays. Iifi 
attempting to explain the origin of 
these rays, the Abbe was led to the 
conclusion that all atoms were pro- 
duced by the disintegration of atoms 
with an incredibly high atomic weight, 
which are now unknown; that all en- 
ergy is locked up in the atom; and 
that the atom tends' to split' hp into 
smaller units. - 

,Any conception of , the Universe 
which assumes .either tliat it ik fixed 
In size oir Infinite, Lemaitre considers 
unsatisfactory. He would prefer rather 
to say that' the nebulae of the universe 
are in a space which is finite but un- 
bounded. In this conception the sphere 
is not the boundary, of nothing, but 
may be compared to thet«igei|ja i& >; 
flat map, when any point'^oaron^sial! 
reappears again at the edge of the 
other.

Philosophers Heard 
Address On Theory 
Of Life Last Night 

Central Idea Of Croce's 
Work Outlined By Pro- 
fessor Chambers

"The philosophy 6ffpr5ëi^^s%séntlal 
to any artist; poet, p^ter, architect 
—none are complete without him," 
said Professor Chambers in opening his 
address on, "Croce's Theory of Art and 
Life," before the Philosophical' Society 
last night. ' . 

The speaker then outlined briefly 
the career- of Crocc before cpntinuing 
with his philosophy. He was bom in 
Italy in 1866 and his earlier life was 
occupied chiefly with historical re-, 
seareh. The question, "Is history art 
or science?'.' first brought the realm of 
philosophy before his mind and eventu- 
ally gave rise to the four volumes of 
his philosophy. The first* of these, 
"Aesthetics," was published in 1903. He 
has also wrttten several volumes of 
literary 'and tilstbrical :critlclsm. 
CnoeV CnUral Ideas 

Turning from the realm ol biograpliy 
to that of philosophy, the speaker then 
started' to outline the central Idea of 
Croce's work. There are four phases of 
mental, action: intuition: conception;- 
volition, and history. Intuition is not 
8Ub-lMight,or perception but fliat )dnd 
of - khowlege^whieh'is essential to thé 
cycle, or~phases. To make this clear 
the other definitions were necessary: 
conception is the Intuition after 
thought has modllied It; volition is the 
use or application of .thevmbdifled in- 
tuition; and history is the record of 
the use. 

Now Intuition Is perception— simple, 
or the sum of a multitude of percep- 
tions, but if it is previous to Concep- 
tion it is pure. The only form of pure 
intuition is.'found in nature. An intui- 
tion and the image are one— an ex- 
p^^Joni byt . we must have the ex- 
pression if we' have the. intuition. Thus 
the pahiting is the expression of the 
artlBt'8 inttUOon; • the t>oem that of 
the poet's. lïom this Croce derives- the 
statement: . "Art li?puM ! in^^^ 
Beauty is awareness of pure intuition." 
Old Theories of Art 

Professor Chambers then spoke of old 
theories of art in relation to Croce's 
theory and stated that these not only 
fail, on Croce's presumptions but on 
their own as well. The Hellenist theory 
that art is pleasure— but tragedy is an 
obstacle, and all pleasure is not artis- 
tic. The theory that art is imitation 
ajsOttd^^ts itself, for where do the 
nm^SIËtive arts and architecture 
come in. Again, that art is an emo- 
tion; but all emotions are. not art and 
art is purely intuitional. Lastly that 
art Is moral and that t^erc arc good, 
good books and good, bad books; bad, 
good books ahd bad, bad books. Thé 
fallacy of all these ..theories with re- 
gard to Croce is that they -represent 
the mind as active, he maintains .that 
with intuition the mind must remain 



Viewing Croce from a constructive 
angle the spealçer ^aln pointed out 
that to have an idea is to have the 
expression of that idea. We all have 
bits of the ppct,. of the sculptor, or 
the painter, in fact of all ttiè arts in

Insanity Subject Of 
Biologist's Address 



- "TiM Life Layer of the World" yrts 
the subject of the illustrated lecture 
given by Dr. Robert R, McKlbbln, As- 
sistant Professor of Agricultural Chem- 
istry, Maodonald College, at the 
Medianies Institute lut night. 

"AU life we know of exists on the 
outer surface of the earth," said Dr. 
McKibbin, "which surface is only a 
few feet thick." The earth is really 
not very important in the solar sys- 
tem being smaller than most planets 
and similar in size to Venus. If life 
exists anywhere elae than on the 
earth, it exists aA Venus whose con- 
ditions are similar to ours. 

Slides fliiowa 

Several slides then gave the chemi- 
cal composition of the solid crust,, air 
and ocean. The parts of the earth 
which we as human beings are in con- 
tact with. A view of the Grand Can-' 
yon was then thrown on the screen 
showing the different layers of rock 
or strata each layer representing mil- 
lions of yean of time.' One inch of 
limestone rock, said Dr. Mcklbbin, 
takff longer to form than all recorded 
human history. 

.■The fashions at the surface of the 
earth 'change. Just as those in ladies' 
dresses do. A mllUon* yean ago the 
planta on the surface of thé earth 
were different to those of today. For 
instance, a small weed, called the 
horsetail, which grows to the height 
of two or three inches usualj^;^ among 
the cinders at the: side , of '^'xiSinjad 
tracks used to grow to the helgfht cS 
twenty-five feet or more.

Mr. Frank Hanson, a graduate of 
the MeOill Conservatorium of Music, 
was guest speaker at a meeting of the 
Music Club held in the R.V.O. Common 
Roonf yesterday afternoon. The work 
<if-BlflhtisHirtt' thé' 
particularly suitable owing to the 
recent celebration of the centennial of 
Brahms' birth in 1833. 
..Mr. Hanson stated that learning to 
ioy^ musiis was the result of listening, 
perfcniiing, and creating. "There are 
three ways of appreciation— ihe me- 
chanical, the Intellectual, and the an- 
alytic type.' Playing music, folk-danc- 
ing, and taking part in rhythmic exer- 
cises, help to increase one's apprecia- 
tion of music. 

Thé speaker gave a short outline of 
Brahms' early life, which was unique 
In comparison with other music com- 
posers in that he was rich. He delight- 
ed in being cynical, was a practical 
Jolter. At the same time ho was a pro- 
found student of the' Bible and loved 
books. He was' rather shy in discuss- 
ing his creative work. 

At the beginning of the 19th century, 
continued the speaker, there was a 
growing of national Independence in 
musical minds. There wéré two schools 
—the Classlc;;ato<fli^;«t^ ■which Bee- 
thoven is thé'best 'representdtlve; and 
the Freer school to which Lltz and 
Wagner belonged, Brahms, though 
brought up in the classic school, did 
not completely identify" himself with 
either. ' Re stood between the two. 
With freshness of talent and breadth 
of character he attempted to make his 
music for more than one clique only. 
His songs, of which he wrote one 
hundred, and ninety-six. are very well- 
known. His vlolto.and his piano pieces 
ate difficult to play, and require ex- 
cellent technique. In Brahms, the 
theme and the form are always well- 
matched. To him the development of 
the theme was the most Important 
thing. . 

Sfc. Banson^played records to let 
the Music^Ôîub 'hear parts of the Fh^t 
Symphony in 0 Minor, which Brahms' 
took fourteen years to write. The in- 
troduction is slow, followed by a song- 
like theme, a Choral, and then and an 
Allégro movement ^

meet, "nic maritime provinces have 
showfi a somewliat better result than 
the above and due to their relatively 
^mall obligations should recover rapid- 
ly wltli the return of prosperity. . 

Municipal transactions present - a 
variety oi problems of a particular na- 
ture, but if they continue In the policy 
of carrying on public works only when 
future taxes are clearly seen to be 
sufficient to pay capital and Interest, 
there should be no real danger entailed. 
In concluding Orabtree asserted, "The 
debt is there. We cannot cancel It or 
we win be bankrupt and tbe only way 
to stay out of bankruptcy Is to face 
the facts— cut our expenses and in- 
crease .taxes where It is possible— or 
else admit baiikruptcy." 

Stressirif tha social viewpoint of our 
financial difficulties, Lusher advocated 
an even greater expenditure for social 
services than bas been made since the 
deiwesslon. The dUIlcuIty of assigning 
definite sums for this purpose arises 
to aeentoinlng what proportions of 
budgetary exjiendlture aie to be at- 
tributed to the effects of the war and 
to war preparation. The last conflict 
waj! fought with the resources of the 
period but the aftermath has mort- 
gaged production of today. 

The burden of taxation' Is rendering 
a real 6biitacle to recovery to soy noth- 
ing of ttie dlflictilty of adjusting pres- 
ent expenditure with the decreased na- 
tional Incomes. A marked shrinkage 
of resources and private consumption 
have resulted frdm this Increase In the 
percentage of expenditure over income.
